The 1776 paper continental currency was issued Feb 17 1776 and a copper coin was mentioned in a newpaper article a 
few months later. 

Even if Elisha had a mint next door and a crew of experienced workers the chances of him redesigning the 
coin....presenting it for approval waiting for it to be approved and striking it in the matter of a few months are slim to 

none.and to assume he did this seven times ...well thats one of the reason why I disagree with the thought that 

Elisha was responsible for making the dies 

One of the only facts that seems to be agreed upon is the original coin was designed by Ben Franklin and common sense 
tells me that due to the complex nature of the security features on the coin it would have taken some time and trial and 
error to perfect the design. 

therefore unless Elisha had video conference on his i phone.it would have been hard for him to discuss the matter

Franklin spent most of his time with a group of men who happened to be partners of a man who owned the soho mint 
and one of those men happened to be the man I inherited my coin from. 

I already knew it came from my uncles uncle Mr william murdock a crew member on the titanic but i had no idea there 
was another william Murdock involved and the fact that he was Matheww Boultons business partner in 1775 and that he 
worked at the mint with franklin on a daily basis makes for a very good possiblity that my coin was made at the soho mint

It was mentioned that the coins were made in secrecy and the fact that there were no minutes kept of what these men 
were doing late at night at a coin mint in 1775 is a good reason to think its possible and even likely they were making a 
coin that they did not want anyone to know about it.

To be honest I am not sure if it is a coin or not ...it could very well be a coin weight or perhaps it was a mistake that was 
tossed aside and later found and copied and the new coins were struck in pewter and made for by the sake of example.

It almost looks like it was overstruck on a copper coin and silver plated

Dear Andrea Grimason: 

It is essential that I see a good image of your Continental Currency coin and I am awaiting patiently 
for it. While awaiting it I want to point out a few matters which may help you a little. 

Elisha Gallaudet was an experienced American engraver of Huguenot descent He engraved and 
was paid for three rectangular designs used on each of the New York Colony bills of credit dated 
Feb. 1,1771 with denominations ranging from English Colonial 5 shillings to 10 English 
Colonial Pounds. I think he lived and worked in New York City. In 1774 he engraved the 
decorations and proposed machinery on the New York Water Works circulating notes and these 
were issued through 1776. He was working in New York City (probably alone) when the British 
were about to occupy the area and took his equipment and family to nearby Freehold, 

New Jersey. He had much earlier engraved and signed some scenes for a book of sermons by an 
English preacher named Whitefield who spent much time in America giving sermons. 

As to Benjamin Franklin he selected or created the designs and mottos on the paper Continental 
Currency issues commencing in June 1775 (dated Feb 17 which was the Continental Congress 
authorizing date). That accounts for the printing time in Philadelphia. When he left for Europe as 
minister plenipotentiary he was fully aware of the need for silver coinage from any issuer or silver 
itself and was seeking sources of silver for loans from Spain, France or Holland. He must have 
known of the thinking for or creation of Continental Currency Coinage but it was obviously a 
necessary secret.or hopeful one 

The metals out of which Continental Currency Coinage were made is easily explained as 
some coinage showed improvement of the dies. 

I did not realize previously that you had a coin and now I can understand your tremendous 
enthusiasm for the topic

Dear Sir 


I am sorry for taking so long to get back to you. Unfortunately I do not have a really good photo of my coin at the moment 
and I do not have the coin with me at the moment. I manage a resort and I spend 2 weeks away from home and then I go 
home for a weekend and back to the resort again. I will be going home next weekend and I will take some photos and 
send them to you ASAP in the meantime I hope the attached photo will do. 


It is my understanding that Benjamin Franklin was aware of a need for a continental currency long before 1776 he was 
also trying to find a much needed way to prevent counterfeit coins well before 1776 ....and it was mentioned several times 
in history books that he had been working on such a project.well before 1776 

Therefore if Franklin was the one who designed the coin it was more than likely designed it in London as that is where he 
lived from 1757-1775. 

The securty features on the coin we quite complex and in order for him to design the coin he would have had to phyicially 
make a coin. In otherwords he could not have designed this coin by drawing it on paper alone. It was a project that would 
have taken time and trial and error. 


If you look at the 13 rings you can see there are lines and each line points exactly to the middle of each circle. 

There had to be 13 cirlces of a certain size and each had to have a line pointing to the middle and the letters American 
Congress had to fit just so and on the obverse the letters that spell continental currency and to fit in porportion with 1776 
at the bottom and to top it off it had to be a certain weight and diameter...as I mentioned it was a mathematical scientific 
project that was in the making well before the paper bill was printed 



to assume Elisha redesigned the coin had it approved and struck in a matter of months in a country that did not have a 
mint in operation 


If you look close at my coin you can see how the letters seem to be evenly spaced until you get to the E & N in 

CURENCY..... then.it looks like the spacing was adjusted to make up for the fact that there wasnt enough room to fit a 

second R 

My coin is smaller in diameter than the coin spelled CURRENCY so whoever redesigned the coin to accomodate the 
extra R had to make the coin bigger which meant they had to adjust the size of the circles and the weight of the coin and 
so on. 

For this reason I think my coin was designed before the coin spelled currency and the fact that the circles on my coin are 
not perfectly round as opposed to the circles on the coin struck in pewter tells me that when they redesigned the coin they 
improved the look of the circles and made them uniform in shape and size 

common sense tells me the coin was redesigned to look nicer rather than visa versa .... 




But the thing that stands out the most is the fact that the redesigned coins were struck in a collar and my coin was not.
